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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


The year has brought about great changes in the 
national conditions which are not without their reflex 
action on the interests of education. The stress of the 
times touches our High School environment and the 
largely increased costs of production and maintenance 
are making themselves apparent in the expense ac- 
eounts of running our educational plants. 

Owing to shortage of coal the Model Schools had 
a four weeks mid-winter vacation instead of the usual 
Christmas recess. By good fortune, the High School 
was provided in mid-summer with a year’s supply, so 
that probably this school can maintain its work ac- 
cording to schedule. The fuel question in the District 
schools presented a new problem owing to the long 
continued severe weather. What has usually lasted a 
year will not prove adequate for more than three-fifths 
of this year. 

The High School has a total enrollment of 142 stu- 
dents this year. One of the deleterious consequences 
of che war is showing itself in the loss of thirteen from 
last year’s attendance. Constant effort according to 
our means is being made to keep our High School 
among the very best in the state so that its diploma 
shall carry with it a value to be coveted by all of its 
pupils; which, unfortunately, is not zealously striven 
for by more than about half. Owing tv our great 
school debts we have been unable to so increase the 
salariés as to keep teachers of experience and adapt- 
ab‘lity such as it would be desirable to retain continu- 
ously. 

The recent law increasing the tuition collectible 
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for non-residents perhaps is an unwelcome burden to 
some towns but is appreciated by this town, which has 
for so long given its tuition pupils nearly two dollars 
expenditure for the each dollar réceived. 

The Domestic Science and the proposed Agricul- 
tural Courses in the High School do not seem to fill a 
long felt want of the patronage of this school. The 
students’ choice of studies, during a long period of 
years up to the present time, has been almost entirely 
along academic lines or the commercial branches. 
Most pupils aspire, if haply they may succeed, to make 
their High School a stepping stone toward college or 
technical institutions. Probably it is best that our 
secondary school should emphasize and make profic- 
ient that opportunity, according to Harvard’s great 
President’s (Dr. Elliott) dictum that “all courses of 
study should stear straight ahead, so that on com- 
pletion they will connect with the next higher institu- 
tion rather than leave the pupil at the end of a stub 
track.””’ To many a youth the means and decision for 
further study opens up at the time of graduation if 
properly prepared as to quality and if the course pur- 
sued was suitably chosen with reference to a possible 
preparation for a college or technical school. Most 
choices have been wise; but occasionally a pupil has 
found himself at the end of four years not properly 
fitted for the unexpected new prospect that lies before 
him, because of a mistaken selection made in the first 
of his High School days. Sometimes a better chance in 
life is lost or considerable time and expense must be 
sacrificed in order to get on to the main line. 

The Model schools have adopted and are putting 
into practice the Junior High School program of stud- . 
ies. Itis thought that this change of system will prove 
to he more desirable and efficient in the preparation for 
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High School courses, and it is following the lines of 
instruction which the modern educators advocate. 

The course of study for the District Schools was 
re-printed during the summer vacation. This course 
calls for nine grades of work. Except in modern lan- 
guages it virtually covers the Junior High School 
branches of study. It has apparently served to give 
a proper preparation for High School study and has 
been in vogue in this town for twenty years. 

Four of the District school houses required an un- 
usual amount of expenditure for repairs this year. 
The decomposition of the cement and the action of the 
frost in the foundation of the school house in the 
Sargent district, together with the rotting away of 
the sills and fioor timbers necessitated reconstruction 
of the foundations, re-silling and in consequence re- 
plastering and repainting of the interior. The Baker’s 
River, Ward’s Hill and Livermore school houses had 
become so dingy that they were re-tinted and the Ba- 
ker’s River and Ward’s Hill school houses were fitted 
up with metal weather strips in hopes to reduce the 
needless midwinter ventilation. 

Many minor repairs were made in all the school 
houses, such as were required for comfort or preserva- 
tion of property. Some outside painting should follow 
soon. Certain changes in toilet arrangements must be 
made to meet the state’s requirements in regard to 
sanitation. A much larger insurance on our school 
property is recommended, if the funds are provided. 

In accordance with the requirements or law, the 
estimates of the expenditures that must be provided 
for at the school meeting are herewith submitted.

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


There were six bell alarms, two out of town calls, 
and twenty-one still alarms during the past year. The 
advaritage of having the Hose House on the hill was 
very clearly demonstrated when returning from the 
fire at Five Points, Jan. 21, 1918. We were obliged to 
get a pair of horses to help us up the hill, owing to 
the deep, loose snow. Had the fire been somewhere up 
on the hill and the truck down on the street, there 
would have beén considerable delay in getting to it, es- 
pecially in the night. 

The fire in Clifford’s house on Langdon street, 
Nov. 13, though quite a brisk blaze, was put out entire- 
ly with the chemical apparatus, and at the Five Points 
fire the chémical did good service in holding the fire 
in check until the water could be turned on.

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WATER COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


The past year has been a very trying one for the 
water department. The amount of water naturally 
flowing into our wells never has been so small. Our 
reservoirs have been so low it has been necessary to do 
a large amount of extra pumping, requiring at times 
the constant working of both pumps day and night, 
to keep us from the danger point—case of fire. 
Aside from a few hours at one time, we have béeén well 
protected. In view of what many towns have suffered, 
where they supposed their water supply was ample, 
it seems to us the town has a right to be thankful that 
more serious results have not occurred. 

The commissioners wish, in behalf of the town of 
Plymouth, to extend their great appreciation to the 
Foster Bros. for their willing, prompt and efficient co- 
operation at all times, day or night. Owing to the 
high price of labor and the extreme cost of wood, our 
maintenance account has been large. We have install- 
ed a few new lines. Our greatest expense came in put- 
ting down on Bridge and Mill streets, 400 feet of six- 
inch, iron pipé, and 600 feet of four-inch iron pipe, 
supplying eleven houses, Burtt’s mill, and the entire 
amount of water now uséd by the Electric Light plant. 

Our experience of this winter demands that we 
call to your serious attention the apparent and very 
important fact that our present water supply is in- 
adequate, and we recommend that a positive move 
must be made toward securing a further supply. The 
matter has already received attention, a report and 
such recommendations will be made at our Precinct 
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meeting by a committee appointed last year for 


special purpose.
